In a chat 'with Mr. Austin, a reporter 
for this paper learned the following: 
About two and a half years ago their 
little daughter, Ethel, received a severe 
blow on the head, and from that time 
has been subject to severe epileptic fits, 
affecting the whole of the ,left side of 
the body, and increasing in severity 
and number till last June, when they 
numbered as high as 20 per day. 
In July of this year Mr. Austin took

was centered in the brain and due to ir- 
ritation in the arm center in the right 
side of the cerebral cortex. 
On the 14th of July Dr. Kobayashi 
performed an operation by cutting an 
opening about three inches by two in 
the skull, and after opening the dura 
mater, or thick membrane protecting 
it, removed a portion of the brain. The 
operation lasted one hour and a quar 
ter and was eminently 
successful in 
every way. 
The fits hae entirely left the child 
and today she is running about as well 
and happy as any on the Islands.

"You think we were turned down in 
our precinct because a favorite before 
the primaries were held was not nomi- 
nated? 
What can you 
expect 
when 
people remain away because they think 
some one" will appear with the candi- 
dates' names written 
on his cuff, and 
there is no use of opposing him. 
A 
greater mistake was never made, and 
if the operations at the convention are 
to be conducted on the same general 
plan, every business man In town will 
have to get on the streets 
and work 
to elect good representatives. 
"The idea that we are to sit down 
and let any one get nominated who is 
in with the push and 'when nominated 
be elected simply because people do not 
go out to the polls is sheer nonsense. 
It is as necessary today to put educated 
men in the Legislature as it ever was, 
and it is likewise every voter's duty to 
see that such men are elected. If our 
party does not nominate men who will 
have the support and confidence 
of the 
business community, then independent, 
candidates of good standing should be 
elected. 
"We have the timber 
in the 
party, and nhile there are good men, 
poor ones should 
be given the cold 
shoulder. 
"This 
feeling that there is no use 
trying is what has kept the Portuguese 
from registering, 
and this fact proves 
to me that they are without a leader. 
Ko politician, through petty spite, the 
result of a fancied grievance, w oujd ad- 
vise his followers to such a course, and 
no sensible man would have acted un- 
der such advice 
'While we are without 
opposing political parties, the election 
sifts 
down 
to an opposition 
to 
indi- 
viduals, and voters'may select their 
favorite and elect him. 
With the na- 
tive population, entitled to vote on tak- 
ing the oath to the Government, the 
complexion 
of the 
next 
Legislature 
would be materially 
changed, but bad 
advisers 
kept them from registering 
jand deprived 
them of their right of 
franchise 
the Government did not do

of the people. Nothing will create dis- 
cord quicker than an attempt to foist 
upon the public men who are not emi- 
nently qualified in every way to per- 
form the duties of a legislator.

Perforated Sails. 
The theary qf Captain Bassalo has 
areaod some curiosity In this country 
aateag those who are interested 
in 
waiting 
vessels. 
The 
Macdiarmid, 
a 


XM-rigg- 
Italian ship, of 1,559 tons, 
recently arrived at Sydney with her 
sails .perforated 
In accordance 
with 
Captain Bassalo's system and her per- 
formances at sea have greatly pleased 
her 
commander, 
Captain 
Crisculo. 
There are two holes In each square sail, 
diminishing from a diameter of 2 feet 
la the lower sails or courses to about 7 
Inches In the royals or topmast sails 
the fore and aft sails, jibs, staysails 
and spanker have but one hole each. 
Captain 
Criscuplo 
states 
that 
when 
sailing fairly free on a light breeze and 
Increased speed obtainable by his vessel 
Is quite two knots per hour, while with 
a strong wind It is not quite so much. 
Banning before a wind, if the holes do 
no good they can certainly do no harm, 
as the wind escaping from one sail 
mast of necessity, strike the sail im- 
mediately 
ahead.

theory is that the wind, after having

forms an elastic cushion in the belly, 
and this causes a large amount of wind
